TREE DEPARTMENT WARS

The Town of Wilmington Tree 
Department started its second 
year of spraying against en- 
cephalitis bearing mosquitoes, 
on Monday morning.

DDT solution, the department 
will spray every accessible 
area in Wilmington, in an ef- 
fort to kill mosquitoes before 
the disease should strike 
this area. 

Spraying in areas where there 
is a lot of traffic is being 
done during the early mornin g 
hours. The employees of the 
department reported to work at 
lam yesterday (Wednesday) in 
order to spray along Main St. 
Spraying in home neighborhoods 
is done during regular working 
hours. 

The encephalitis germ, cause 
of ‘sleeping sickness’, fatal 
to animals as well as to human 
beings, can also be carried by 
birds. It is a highly communi- 
cable disease, Aréas south of 
Boston, such as Raynham and

But to knock on that door will cost money, 
and everybody knows it. The cost of sewers in 
Wilmington would run into the millions before 
completed. The cost of joining the Metropolitan 
District, which would be a separate and dis- 
tinct cost, would also amount to a sum in the 
millions. Because of these, and other factors 
we can wait a few years before we really start 
to worry about the details. 

Refore we even get to that stage, the chances 
are that the legislature will revise the pres- 
ent system. Wilmington is not the only town 
which has "rishts" to join the Metropolitan 
system, indeed many towns are much further a- 
long towards such a goal, and it is the reali- 
zation of possible costs that may bring about 
e revision by the Legisleture. 

Being considered at this time is a plan to 
connect the Town of Randolph to the Metropoli- 
tan District. Engineers estimates place the 
cost of connecting at about $3,347,000. 

Under the present system the cost of making 
this connection would be barne largely by 
towns and cities within the sewerage district. 
Randolph would pay only $22,090. 

The City of Boston would pay $822,023. Newton 
would pay $479,290. Brookline would pay $434, 
140. Quincy $378,888. 

Naturally this is a prospect that isn't exac- 
tly a.pealing to Boston, Newton, Brookline and 
Quincy; When the Legislature reconvenes on 
Sept. 25th it is expected that there will be 
a move for reconsideration of the request. 

It isn't only the move for reconsideration 
that is in the air. There is a demand for a 
thorough study of the entire method of admit- 
ting towns and cities into the District. If 
such a study were made, and if it were followed 
by legislation which would be recommended by 
the study the chances are that the incoming 
towns and cities would have to bear a much 
larger burden - and in that class would be Wil- 
mington say in 1958 or 1960. 

As things now stand, the various towns and 
cities that are affected by any construction 
bear the costs of that construction according 
to its 1945 valuatibn. Randolph in that year 
had a valuation of loss than $8.5 millions. Now 
it will pay less than 1% of the bill. To "oston 
Quiney, Brookline et als, that hurts. 
8oston in particular is hurt by this practice, 
for all the sewers, North or South, lead 
through that city, and she has to bear a large 
part of the cost of any extensions, to any new 
town or city. It is no wonder that the Hub city 
is expected to lead this fight. 
All of which means that our sewer, 
we get it, might cost more than 

have been given recently.

To the Editor of The Herald: 

Apart from the fact that 
the single salary schedule has 
caused a critical shortage of 
qualified teachers in the public 
high schools of the city of 
Boston, there are other reasons, 
equally important, why the 
Boston School Committee 
should immediately abolish this 
method of payirg its teachers. 

In practice, single salary has 
Proven itself un-American. In 
theory, it always has been 
and it always will be, pure 
and unadulterated Socialism. 

It is un-American because 
the same salary for all teachers 
regardless of the level of 
instruction, places a premium 
on mediocrity. It offers no re- 
ward for research artd special- 
ization, thereby stifling initia- 
tive, progress and intellectual 
growth. In the matter of 
employing teachers, it seeks to 
abrogate a fundamental prin- 
ciple of American business— 
the economic law of supply 
and demand.

The Polystich is an Editor’ s 
Dream, Not only does nothing 
go into it without the pers m- 
al approval of the Editor and 
Publisher, hut it is a case of 
not giving a hoot what anyone 
else thinks about it. No sub- 
scriptions to worry about - no 
anxious parents to be pleased 
with an account of Johnny’s 
doings in school or on the 
field of sports -_just merely 
what the publisher wants to 
publish and that’s all. 


For a man of his catholic 
tastes, this little rule can 
cowa a lot of territory. Mr 
Savary will talk about just 
what he wants to talk about - 
and nothing else. Frequently 
the Polystich will have an ar- 
ticle about Astronomy, some-
